AN ACT to authorise school district number four, in the town of 
Beloit, to purehase a school house, and to lease the land upon 
which the same is situated, and to levy and collect a tax for the 
same. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows : 

SICTION 1. The district beard of school districtx=remes 
number four, in the town of Beloit, in the county of:a isatusrudota 
Rock, or a majority of said board, are hereby authorized 
and empowered to purchase for said district a certain 
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new wooden building situate on section number eleven, 
township number one (1,) range number twelve (12) 
east, for a school house for said district, and to lease 
the ground upon which said building is situated, not ex-
ceeding one acre, for the sum of eight hundred dollars; 
and the district board of said school district, or a ma-
jority of said board, are hereby authorised and empow-
ered to pay for said building, with the lease of the

For the purpose of compromising and 
taking up the bonds of the city of Oshkosh, issued 
under an act entitled "an act to authorize the city of 
Oshkosh to aid in the construction of a railroad," ap-
proved March 18, 1865, and also under an act entitled 
ss an act to authorize the city of Oshkosh to aid the 
construction of a railroad," approved October 11th, 
1856, the city council of the city of Oshkosh shall have 
power to issue bonds of said city, at a rate that the 
mayor and a majority of the city council may agree 
upon.

York city paper.
